During the war there was con- |

of domestic 
conditions. It if not unnatural 
that young men from the Dofnin- 
ions, when in England or France 
on leave should, in the breathing 
interval desire female companion- 
ship. Their nerves were often in 
a high-strung condition, and they 
were far from home, and compli- 
cations in. many cases were almost 
unavoidable, _ Friendships ‘that 
were not all platonic were formed 
and engagementsentered into that 
were often not-justifiable. Some- 
times marriages and obligations 
were made, which were entirely 
distegarded when the soldiers re- 
turned to their own countries. We 
have the evidence of people who 
had to do with the Canadians 
overseas that the men from the 
Dominion were not serious of- 
fenders in this respect. In fact 
they have the best record of any 
of the overseas soldiers.

MAJOR W. R. BELL 


Major Bell, of Bell Farm and Rebellion fame, was one of 
the most striking and to the writer, one of the most winning and 
arresting figures among the many which have adorned the early 
history of the west, or who, to be more accurate, have helped 
to make that history.’ As managing director of the great farm, 
comprising thousands of acres at Indiatf Head, in the early 
The 
Qu'Appélle Land and Colonisation Company, owned in all about 
sixty square miles in extent, the cultivated portion of which was 
popularly known after the name of the manager and fot after ; 
the company. Nothing could exceed the enterprise and courage | 
which Major Bell threw into this tremendous experiment, for a 
tremendous experiment it was to invest such a large amount of 
capital in a new country, the possibilities ‘in + which wheat, 
growing on a gigantic scale had yet to be proven. _After a 
struggle against frost, drought, low prices and crushing freight 
rates, which would have disheartened a less courageous man 
long before the Major gave up, the enterprise as a large scale 
undertaking had_to be abandoned and the huge farm was sold 
in convenient lots as individual farms.

Major Bell at one time had an ambition to enter patlia- 
ment. In 1902, when Mr. Dewdney resigned his seat for East 
Assiniboia, a convention was held at Grenfell to select_a candi- 
date. It was pretty certain that whoever was selected would 
go in by acclamation, as it was not likely the Liberals would 
fight a bye election after their severe defeat two or three years’ 
before. There were a number of candidates, including W: 
White, Q.C., Moosomin; W. W. Macdonald, Fleming; Richard- 
son, Grenfell; Hawkes, Whitewood; W. R. Bell, Indian Head; 
and two or three others. The fight narrowed down eventually 
to a struggle between the east and western parts of the riding. 
Macdonald, of Fleming, beat Major Bell in the final ballot and 
was elected by acclamation. 

After the disposal of the Bell farm the Major left the Ter- 
ritories, and was absent for some years. He spent a consider- 
able time in Ireland: Eventually: he obtained a valuable interest 
in the timber of some sub-tropical island, Major Bell also made 
an unsuccessful attempt in 1683, to enter the North West Coun- 
cil. He contested Qu’Appelle, and was defeated by 'Thomas 
Wesley Jackson, a barrister of Fort Qu'Appelle. Th Major will 
always be an outstanding figure in the early history of the North 
West Territories. .

‘Mr, Benjamin Limoges, a French-Canadian of great energy 
and force of character, was one of the early pioneer merchants 
of the North ‘West Territories. His career had 
one time he was a miner in the mountains, and was considered 
the strongest man in camp, a thing easily to be credited as one 
looked at his powerful frame.

An important ruling deal- ’ 
ing with the collection of lux- 
ury tax was issued recently 
by the department of cus- 
toms and inland revenue. 
The ruling provides as fol- 
lows: 

“Retail merchants and 
other vendors of articles 
subject to the luxury tax who 
sell to the purchaser for con- 
sumption or use are advised 
that upon the occasion of 
each“sale of a taxable article 
the following requirements 
must be fulfilled, viz.: 

(1) An invoice or sales

(2). The vendor shall at

James Dunsmuir Dead 
The Hon, James Dunsmuir, one of 
the wealthiest men in Canada, and a 
lormer premier and former Lieutenant |A 
Governor of the province of British 
Columbia, died at Cowichan Lake near 
Victoria a few days ago. His father, 
the late Robt. Dunsmuir, was brought 
to Vancouver Island by the Hudson's 
Bay Company from Scotland, in the 
Pearly fifties, to prospect for coal o 
Vaneouver Island. le discovered an 
developed the great coal fields which 
today supply most of the Pacific coast. 
The ship on which the Dunsmuirs were 
sailing to Canada was wrecked on the 
Oregon coast. ¢ passengers were 
saved and a few days later James 
Dunsmuir was bovneat she Hudson's 
y post of Fort Vancouver, on the 
Columbia’ River, close to ere 
city of Portland now stands, He has 
long been identified with the coal busi- 
ness in British Columbia and inherited 
the larger portion of his father's great 
wealth, (ogres a quiet, unassuming 
man, but his wealth and the position 
he occupied in the community forced 
him against his own inclinations into 
public life. At one time he was Pre-

Long after the ivy peered in at the 
upper windows of such splendid uni- 
versities as Oxford, Cambridge or 
Harvard, such an institution as the 
University of Saskatchewan had not 
even been imagined. Whep Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, who laid the corner 
stone of this new university July 
29th, 1910, was ae student poring over 
his books few but indians liad stood 
on the height of lane .which is the 
site of the buildings shown in the 
accompanying photographs, and 
watched the waters of the South 
Saskatchewan River gliding swiftly 
and silently northward. , 

Although the prairie soil was as 
rich and the river us broad and full 
then as now, the City of Saskatoon 
Was unconceived. Even as late as 
twenty years ago, where now stands 
& city of 30,000 people on three lines 
of railway, there were not one bun- 
dred men, women and children and 
these were housed in a few tents 
and shacks. The wildest enthusiast 
would hardly have dared to prophesy 
that one day a university would grow 
there--yet there it stands! 

The buildings of the University of 
Saskatchewan crown the beight of 
land north east of Saskatoon and 
the site could hardly have been 
more fortunately chosen, It in- 
cludes half a mile of well-wooded 
river front and altogether em- 
braces 1,333 acres ‘of rich land, 
293 acres of which are set aside 
for a campus, 160 acres for Lurposes 
of agricultural experimentation and 
880 for the Agricultural College farm. 
The plan provides for the eventual 

-commodation of 5.000 students. 
SB The present buildings consists of 
uu administration building, contain- 
ing a hall and offices for the differ- 
ent departments as well as class 


rooms, two students’ residences, one 
containing a spacious dining hal) and 
the other a gymnasium and swim- 
ming pool; an engineering building; 
livestock pavilion and up-to-date mo- 
del farm buildings. All the buildings 
conform to the preconceived plan 
and will, like those already erected, 
be of stone in the Gothic style. Work 
has just recently begun on a new 
science building. Theré are also 
several private residences om the 
campus, the two principa) stone ones 
provided for in the architect’s plan 
being those of the President of the 
University and the Dean of Agricul- 
ture. The buildings of Pmmanual 
College, a church of England Divin- 
ity School, the first of iis kind in 
Saskatchewan also occupy a part of 
the campus, The University grants 
sites of from three to five acres to 
such affiliated volleges at a nominal 
rental. Eight’ thvusand dollars has 
already been subsciibed towards a 
beautiful structure which will be the 
home of the Presbyterian College, 

The university provides Jegrees 
in Arts, Science, Law, Agricuiture, 
Civil Engineering and a Diploma ‘n 
Pharmacy. 

The present enrolment is between 
1,400 and 1,600, including returned 
soldiers who are retraining in vari- 
ous branches of skilled work, par- 
ticularly engineering. Scores of 
promising returned soldiers have been 
turned out as capable motor mechan- 
ies. Steam engineering and the 
handling and repairing of farm trac- 
tors are also taught. Agricultura) 
students, principally the sons of 
farmers, ere training in livestock 
handling and judging, and even ‘in 
the care and management of poultry. 

An important feature of the work 
of the University of Saskatchewan 


has been its Extension Department 
consisting of short instructional 
courses at seasonable times for farm- 
ers and farmers’ wives. Each year a 
special train is fitted out and a regu- 
lar course of instruction mapped out 
including lectures to farmers. This 
train is widely advertised as the 
“Better Farming Train.” It makes 
a tour of the Province, stopping at 
all important points and the farmers 
drive in for miles to examine the ex- 
hibits, talk over their problems with 
experts and hear the lectures. Real- 
izimg that the average busy farmer 
cannot go to the University, an effort 
is made to take the University to him 
and to let him know at first hand the 
results of experiments with special 
varities of grain, the latest informa- 
tion about methods of soil tillage, 
and the like. 

During the recent winter evening 
lecturé courses have been given at a 
nominal fee for the benefit of city 
residents. Some of the best educated 
people in the community have at- 
tended these classes. 

From an educational standpoint 
Saskatoon offers as great opportuni- 
ties*as any city in Canada. Complete 
tiaining from Kindergarten to Uni- 
versity ‘2 provided through a fine 
set of public schools, thirteen large 
public schools, which ranged in cost 
from $118,000.00 to $156,000.00 at 
pre-war building prices, An accom- 
panying photograph shows two of 
them in one block in the working 
class section of the city. The en- 
rolment of pupils in the public 
schools is, now well over 4,000, 

Collegiate Institute, which 
provides the intermediate stage be- 
tween the Public is and the 
University, has enrolment of 
about 2,000. _
